HOW DEUTSCHLAND 
ELUDED REPORTERS. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 

NORFOLK (Va.) (On board the 
Baltimore American dispatch boat 
in @ampton, Roads, Virginia) Aug. 
2.— The Deutschland eluded the dis- 
patch boat, the Esperanza, with re- 
porters aboard, shortly after 3 
o'clock this morning, during a 
heavy gale that swept the Chesa- 
peake. Since her departure from 
Baltimore until a point below Solo- 
mon's Island was reached, the dis- 
patch boat held close to the giant 
submersible and her convoy tug, the 
Thomas F. Timmins. Everything 
seemed to be favoring the subma- 
rine. 

The gale came up suddenly, and 


| the Chesapeake was whipped into a 


terrific sea, with white-capped 
waves, many feet high, running 
head on. Through it all the submer- 
gible, low down ‘is the water, 
ploughed steadily onward. Soon 
she left the Timmins far, behind,

TARGET OF THE ELEMENTS. 


While everything favored the sub- 
mersible, the Fieperanza appeared to 
be the particular target of the ele- 
ments, submerged fishing pounds 
that had been abandoned, and en- 
gine trouble as well. All of this de- 
veloped after the Deutschland and 
the Timmins had disappeared. In- 
deed, had the Kaiser's boat suddenly 
gone under and continued her trip, 
she could not have disappeared more 
completely. And through it all, un- 
daunted, the crew on the dispatch 
boat held her nose to the teeth of 
the gale and plunged onward in 
quest of the Deutschland. 

Capt. Koenig with his wonder 
boat has never had the experience 
of the three land lubber reporters 
that held their breath as the Es- 
peranga rushed onward. She rolled 
and she rocked; she leaped and 
she lunged; she climbed and flopped 
from the crest of the seas to the 
troughs. Now on even keel; now 
half under water; now with star- 
board gunwale awash and the seas 
breaking over her, the helmsman 
almost blinded by the curtain of 
spray that broke over her nose, she 
went. Then, the engine went dead, 
and the dispatch boat lay at the 
mercy of the seas, with wind in one 
direction and tide directly opposite.

BERLIN CERTAIN 
OF BIG VICTORY. 


Confident of ‘Administering 


Defeat to Allies. 


British Censor Accused of 


Tremendous Loss of Entente 
Result of Fighting. 


[BY WIRELZSS AND barer WIRE.) 

BERLIN, Aug. 2 (via Sayville, N. 
Y.)—Germans in the capital and 
throughout the Fatherland are today 
more sanguine than ever that the 
Kaiser's army fighting France is 
about to be rewarded with signal de- 
feat administered to the armies of 
the British and French. After a 
month of desperate fighting on the 
Somme the British and French offen- 
sive has failed, with almost unbe- 
lievable losses to the allies. 

Probably this heavy toll in killed, 
wounded and prisoners administered 
by the Teutons is the answer to why 
the British censor for the past fort- 
night has mutilated and deleted ca- 
blegrams filed by American corre- 


spondents and in this way prevented 
the true facts from being sent broad- 


The minimum figures of the Brit- 
ish losses thus far are placed at be- 
tween 200.000 and 250,000, and the 
French losses at more than 100,000. 
The British have used about 750,000 
troops and the French some 400,000. 

A neutral correspondent who has 
just returned to Berlin from the 
scene of the fighting in France says 
that it was quite impossible to cable 


to America any sort of a true story | 
of the fighting now being waged — 
the vicinity of the Somme, and for 
that reason he, with other newspaper 
men, has come to Berlin with the 
hope that they may be able to get 
some of the true facts through to 
their American newspapers. 


VIEW OF FIGHTING. 


In speaking of the fighting on the 
Somme this correspondent says: 

“There I saw the positions and had 
an opportunity to note the strength 
and spirit of the German soldiers. 
I saw the battlefield positions of the 
Germans as well as of the allies, 
and was convinced that the allies 
could bend, but not break, the Ger- 
man lines, no matter how great a 
sacrifice of human life they were 
willing to make. The thirty square 
miles or less of land gained by the 
allies in this present offensive do not 
form any offset to the terrible cas- 
ualties, 

“It is a striking fact that while 
the British troops were almost twice 
as numerous as the French their 
losses were more than twice as large. 
The British also gained less ground 
that did the French, notwithstanding 
this terrible slaughter of their troops 
in their senseless attacks. This was. 
however, not the fault of the British 


soldiers, who are brave enough, but 
they lack training. ‘They also are led 
by inexperienced and ill-trained offi- 
cers. For these two reasons they are 
no match for the soldiers of the Ger- 
man army. Their most terrible 
losses were incurred in wild storms 
against the German trenches and 
their greatest gains were made in the 
first few days of the present battle. 
CAN'T BURY THE DEAD. 
“For two weeks now practically 
no advance has been made and the 
ground gained since July 17 has not 
been enough to bury decently their 


dead and those of the French. Un- 
less the allies are prepared and will- 
ing to throw at least another million 
men into this great holocaust they 
can advance no more, and must nec- 
esparily suffer as all offensive fail- 
ures have suffered—thousands of un- 
necessary dead, wounded and prison- 
ers. The question is-not so much 
whether fhe British and French can 
go further, but whether they can 
hold — they now have in their 


possession. 
“It is quite true that the allies have | 


tof 


driven two projections into the Ger- 
man lines, but they are now flanked 
on three sides by the terrible Ger- 
man artillery: 

“What may rightfully be described 
as a positive indication that the 
present offensive is doomed to failure 
is the fact that the British are in 
such a position now that it is im- 
possible for them to go to the aid of 
the French south of the Somme, 
and the latter must, of course, bring 
reserves of men, ammunition and ar- 
tillery eight miles over ar-torn 
roads from the railroad at Bray to 
Blache. ‘Therefore this great front 
against Peronne is in the greatest 
peril also.“ 

The losses inflicted by the allies 
on the Germans during the past 
month's fighting is incomparable to 
those suffered by the allies, accord- 
ing to all official statements issued by 
the government and also by those 
who have but recently returned from 
the hattlefields, There is much re- 
joicing all over Germany today be- 
cause of the reported failure of this 
offensive and Germans in every walk 
of life now see nothing but final vic- 
tory for their army now engaged in 
France, as well as on the eastern 
fields.

SHRAPNEL EXPLODE DURING

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—One hun- 
dred shrapnel shells exploded dur- 
ing a fire on the four-masted 
schooner George W. Elzey in Erie 
Basin late today, causing great 
alarm among thousands of persons 
in the vicinity. The only person in- 
jured, however, Was a fireman, who 
was struck on the arm by a shell 
fragment. 

Fourteen men working on the 
schooner jumped overboard and 
swam to safety when the bombard- 
ment began. 

The Elzey was picked up adrift 
last Sunday in New York Bay. after 
the explosion on Black Tom Island. 
where she had been moored, and was 
towed to Erie Basin. Her cargo con- 
sisted of ammunition and salt. Today 
a workman unscrewed the cap of a 
shrapnel shell, spilling the fulminate 
of mercury in the shell en the deck. 
The man stepped on the mercury 
and it flared up. The vessel's deck 
caught fire and before firemen ar- 
rived the flames had reached the 
schooner’s hold, where the ammuni- 
tion was stored,

Gauntlet to Union. 


Thousands Gasp at Signs in 
W indows of Cafes. 


Pickets Slink in Dark When 
War is Declared. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 
SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Aug. 2.—Backed by 
the Law and Order Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce, 200 res- 
taurant owners met the strike of 
cooks, waiters and “white rats” to- 
day by displaying open-shop cards 
in their windows and declaring that 
they are enlisted in the fight for in- 


| dustrial freedom, “for the war.” 


Thousands are gasping tonight at 
the temerity displayed by the res- 
taurant keepers, from the swell cafes 
on Powell and O'Farrell streets to 
the smaller places in the Filmore 
and Mission districts. Heretofore, 
open shop cards have been as scarce 
as white blackbirds in San Fran- 
cisco; tonight, they grace the win- 
dows of every popular cafe. 0 

Pickets are slinking along in the 
gutters in front of most of the cafes, 
displaying red badges and yelping 
“unfair house.” But they have lost 
their once arrogant air. On Market 
and Powell streets they have found 
themselves elbowed off the sidewalks 
by the passing throng that is plainly 
not in sympathy with the strike. It 
seems incredible that such a meta- 
morphosis should have occurred in 
three short weeks. 


EMANCIPATED. 


This is the most striking effect of 
the movement for the emancipation 
of San Francisco that has been in 
progress ever since the Chamber of 
Commerce declared for industrial 
freedom and appointed a committee 
of 100 to aid employers unduly 
harassed and brow-beaten by the 
Union Labor Council and its af- 
zfiliated villainies, 

Practically all the big shipping and 
lumber companies operating here 
have declared for the open-shop. 
The back of the union opposition to 
this was broken by the failure of 
the dynamite squads to break up the 
preparedness parade. The clean-up 
that followed the bomb outrage 
drove the thugs away from the water 
front and as soon as law and order 
were restored the strikers sur- 
rendered. | 

Structural steel operators have re- 
plied to the strike of the structura) 
steel workers by a declaration for 
the open-shop and have opened their 
plants and their buildings to all ca- 
pable workmen wh» apply, regardless 
of previous condition of servitude. 


STATEMENTS ISSUED. 


the Law and Order Committee issued 
the following statement this after- 
noon concerning the structural steel 
situation: 

“In the matter of the strike of 
the structural ironworkers of. this 
city, the Law and Order Committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce has 
been informed by the structural 
steel operators that they are open- 
ing their plants on the open-shop 
basis. This committee assured 
the operators that to the extent they 
need support in the maintenance of 
law and order this committee will 
give them any assistance necessary. 

“The structural steel operators 
will take back the union or non- 
union men without discrimination. 
There will be no change in wages 
or hours.” 

Even more vigorous backing has 
been assured the restaurant owners 
by the Law and Order Committee. 
In a statement issued this afternoon 
Chairman Koster says: 

The strike of the cooks, cooks’ 
helpers and waiters affords a splen- 
did example of just the conditions 
in San Francisco that the Law and 
Order Committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce itself is striving to 
remedy. 3 

“The fact that arbitration was 
refused and a strike called illus- 
trates conditions existing in 
Francisco today. 


BACKED BY COMMUNITY. 
“How long will San Francisco per- 
mit the continuance of these con- 
ditions? The Law and Order Com- 


mittee believes that it will have the 
solid backing of the community gen- 
erally in aiding to the utmost of 
ites power the efforts of the restau- 
rant men to continue in business.” 

The customary rough-house tactics 
have been displayed by the striking 
cooks and waiters; glass fronts have 
been broken and independent work- 
men assaulted. Eleven arrests of 
lawless strikers have been made by 
the police. 

Cafe diners have accepted the 
situation with a nonchalance that 
shows how easily San Francisco ad- 
justs itself to fit unusual conditions, 
once its spirit is aroused. At Taits, 
at the Portola-Louvre and at Techau 
Tavern women and men in evening 
dress made their way to the kitchens 
and proceeded to cook their own 
orders and to wait on one another. 
They regarded the strike as a huge 
joke. 

The pathos of the strike appeared 
in the alleys back of a number of 
the restaurants. In many of these 
women stood weeping with children 
in their arms pleading with their 
husbands to go back to work before 
it would be too late. In the strike, 
as in the bomb outrage, the worst 
sufferers will be the women and 
children.

He wore a dark blue suit. and 
handied the spokes that swung the 
propeller to port or starboard, and 
guideq the submersible clear of 
shoals and shallow water. In contrast 
stood the officers in their 
khaki uniforms that distinguished 
them from the crew. On the deck, 
in groups of twos, threes and fives, 
the twenty-six sailors lounged. talk- 
ing among themselves, and of the 
dash they are about to take. 

Beside Capt. Koenig was a large 
floral wreath presented him by offi- 
cials of the Eastern Forwarding 
Company. 

Surrounding the undersea craft 
were vessels of all kinds, acting 
either as official or voluntary con- 
voy. With whistles tooting, flags fly- 
ing and hundreds on the many craft 
cheering lustily for the daring Capt.

CLEAR FIELD AHEAD 
FOR THE DEUTSCHLAND. 


False Superstructure. 


Whether She Submerged Before Reaching Three-mile 
Limit or not is Unknown— Remains Hidden at Cove in 
Chesapeake Bay During Part of the Day—Carried 


Whether the submarine 

Deutschland submerged before 
reaching the three-mile limit is not 
known. The two accompanying boats 
only know that she disappeared un- 
harmed, and that to all appearances 
she had a clear field ahead to a point 
where she could completely sub- 
merge in safety. 

Half an hour after the last light 
of the Deutschland had disappeared, 
the Timmins, seemingly satisfied 
with her work, turned back and 
headed up Chesapeake Bay in the 
direction of Baltimore. 


During part of the day the 
Deutschland had remained hidden 
at a cove in Chesapeake Bay. For 
several hours before the beginning 
of her final dash she lay in a se- 
cluded retreat near Tangier Island, 
about fifty miles above Cape Henry. 
The steamer Somerset and the gov- 
ernment buoy tender Ivy reported 
during the early afternoon that they 
had passed her at that point. The 
press boat then took a position near 
the dividing point of the Old Point 
and Cape Henry channels and await- 
ed the coming of the undersea ves- 


FIRST SIGHT OBTAINED, 

Shortly before 6 o'clock the first 
sight of the craft was obtained. 
Apparently she was about five miles 
away and was low in the water, only 
her conning tower showing. The 
Timmins was a short distance be- 
hind and they were traveling about 
seven miles an hour. 

When near the entrance to Mob- 
jack Bay the Deutschland sighted 
the press boat and immediately re- 
versed herself and appeared to be 
making for the bay. After running 
for about two miles she again head- 
ed south until she was abreast of the 
Timmins, and then both vessels put 
on full speed ahead toward the press 
Suddenly they turned off as 
if to go down the Old Point channel, 
but when the dispatch boat made for 
the same channel they changed their 
course and headed for Cape Henry. 

As the Deutschland approached it 
was apparent she was carrying a 
false superstructure, slightly lower 
than her conning tower. It was 
straw colored and blended with the 
oflskin coats worn by her crew, who 
crowded the deck. When about a 
mile from the press boat the submer- 
sible began to clear away the false 
superstructure and take soundings, 
as if preparing to dive. Just as the 
superstructure was cleared the Tim- 
mins moved ahead of the undersea 
liner and signaled that the boats in- 
tended to pass on the starboard side. 
Immediately both vessels increased 
their speed and put over to the star- 
board, 


CAPT. HINSCH’'S QUERY. 

As the Timmins came alongside 
the press boat at a distance of per- 
haps 100 feet, and with the Deutsch-' 
land moving slowly close to her star- 
board side, Capt. Hinsch of the Ger- 
man war-bound steamer Neckar,

who had charge of the clearing of 
the Deutschland, shouted through a 
megaphone: “Who is that?” 

Upon being advised that it was a 
newspaper boat, he shouted this in- 
formation to the Deutschland and 
then both vessels put on speed, mov- 
ing ahead rapidly. 

Sailors on the Deutschland paid 
no attention to salutes from the 
newspaper boat. They gazed at her 
silently for awhile and then began 
putting on their blue uniform coats. 

The Deutschland was displaying 
red and green lights set flush on the 
two sides of her conning tower. Ags 
she passed the newspaper boat she 
put out these lights. 

Within a few minutes after the 
sun had set clouds began to roll up 
from the horizon. 

At a mile away it was difficult tc 
see either the crew in their dark 
clothing, or the vessel, painted to 
match the color of the water. The 
Timmins carried her regular run- 
ning lights and for the next ten 
miles the Deutschland could be lo- 
dated only by her convoy. 

EXCHANGE SIGNALS. 

As the Cape Henry lightship and 
the Virginia and Maryland pilot 
boats came into the view of the 
Deutschland and her convoy they 
began to exchange blinker signals 
rapidly, the submersible’s white light 
in the top of her periscope showing 
for the first time. When they were 
within two miles of the Cape Henry 
lighthouse the submarine had moved 
over well toward the shore and her 
outlines seldom could be seen. 

Decreasing her speed, the Deutsch- 
land hugged the shore line as closely 
as was possible, while the Timmins 
passed out of the capes a short dis- 
tance to determine whether the al- 
lied warships were there to block the 
submarine’s progress. In less 
fifteen minutes, or shortly before 9 
o'clock, she signalled the Deutsch- 


land that she had a clear path and 


the undersea freighter quickly has- 
tened down the channel and to sea. 

On her way the submarine sig- 
nalled briefly to the Timmins with 
her periscope light. The signalling 


completed, the light disappeared and 


with it the Deutschland. 
Undersea.

WALL OF FLAME 
SWEEPS RANCHES.

M’KITTRICK, Aug. 2.—A wall of 
flame five miles in width and six 
miles in length swept over a region 
of country covered with dry grass, 
sagebrush and occasional clumps of 
small trees, and located southwest of 
Temblor ranch.

Eddie Wolf, who ts alleged to have 
dipped into the pockets of the 
wealthy in practically every great 
city of the world and whose lease 
on life has nearly run out, was the 
recipient of a court’s favor Tues- 
day.

JOE BOYLE OF 
KLONDIKE HERE 


“Dredge King.“ Dripping 
Gold, Comes and Goes. 


Sends Millions in Bullion to 
Europe Annually, 


Famous Figure of Northwest 
on Way to England. 


Figuratively dripping gold, “Big 
Joe“ Boyle, dredge king of the 
Klondike, owner of 2£,000 acres of 
gold claims, from which he annually 
supplies the Canadian and English 
mints with from $1,750,000 to $2,- 
250,000 in gold bullion and perhaps 
the most picturesque figure of the 
Northwest, passed through here 


,| Yesterday en route to London, on a 


business mission, the nature of 
which he refused to discuss. He 


‘| registered at the Alexandria. 


He left Dawson two weeks ago, 
accompanied by his nephew, Richard 
Morgan, and his secretary, John 
Kennalley. They passed two days 
at San Diego and left here last night 


for New York, where they will em- 
bark for London on the Orduna, 
which sails the 12th inst. Two 


weeks will be spent in London and/ 


then the party will return to Daw- 
son and the Boyle concessions. 


REMARKABLE CAREIA. 


The life of Mr. Boyle has been 
prominently identified with the de- 


velopment of the Klondike, partic- 


ularly the Yukon Valley. At the age 
of 17 years he ran away from the 
tame life on his father’s little farm 
in Western Canada and became a 
sailor. After numerous shipwrecks 
and an experience at bailing water 
for 4000 miles around the Cape of 
Good Hope from the island of St. 
Helena to Bombay he decided to 
transfer his activities to shore. 

He landed in Seattle finally, about 
the time tales of the wonders of the 
Yukon began to drift south. There 
he became acquainted with Frank 
Slavin, one-time bare-knuckle cham- 
pion pugilist of the world, and after 
training and backing Slavin for a 
while the two cleaned up a com- 
fortable sum and started North. 

Mr. Boyle, weighing 238 pounds 
and a giant in stature, soon became 
“boss” of the placer mines. He 
saved a comfortable sum and a few 
years later secured a vast timber 
concession which proved to be the 
nest egg of his fortune. His tim- 
berland attracted the attention of 
the Rothschilds and after organizing 
a.company in which he held about 
one-third of the stock and they the 
remainder, the company went on 
the shoals. , 

He fought the matter in court and 
secured a $600,000 judgment. With 
$400,000 of this money he bought 
out the two-thirds interest his part- 
ners held. Then he organized his 
present company, the Canadian 
Klondike Mining Company, and 
turned his attention to placer min- 
ing. 


| 


He secured leases and concessions | 


for the property he now holds, near- 
ly all of which had been supposedly 
“worked out.” He secured gigantic 
dredges, dammed the Klondike River 
in places, turned it from its course 
and washed off the muck and moss 
that covered the gold-bearing gravel. 
FORTUNE IN DREDGING, 


Then he put the dredges to work. 
For each 8 cents it cost to run the 
gravel through the dredges and 
sluices, he reaped 26 to 70 cents in 
fine gold. Then he began to see the 
possibilities of working on a larger 
scale. He designed and had built 
three dredges that cost him $500,000 
each. Each is 130 feet long, sixty 
feet wide and towers nearly 350 
feet in the air. Each weighs in ex- 
cess of 4,000,000 pounds. Every 
time one of the dredges scoops up a 
bucketful, lifts it 300 feet in the air 
and drops it on revolving screens 
Mr. Boyle is $500 richer than he was 
before. There remains to be ged 
approximately 300,000,000 cubic 
yards of gravel, or enough to keep 
his dredges going steadily for the 
next thirty years. 

Mr. Boyle is now about 40 years of 
age. He says his only hobby is 
Work, and his secretary bears him 
out on that point.

Members of the Police Commis- 
sion, after a tour ot the strike zone 
at the harbor yesterday, expressed

With one voice the commissioners 
declared their confidence in the 
Chief, and in the manner of disposi- 
tion of the men. After a perusal 


lot the many assaults, incendiary fires, 


and complaints of picketing, since 
the strike, it was their opinion that 
only by maintaining a large force at 
the harbor was lawlessness kept 
down to a minimum. : 
Three free workmen were injured 
today in handling cargoes from lum- 
ber ships, which were unloaded by 
union sailors, and the authorities be- 
lieve that such “accidents” are grow- 


men employed to take the places of 
strikers have been hurt by improper 
“slinging” of cargoes to the docks 
by union sailors. 

D. Poysky suffered the fracture of 
two ribs, and his left side and arm 
were badly bruised, when an imper- 
fectly slung load of lumber fell on 
him while he was assisting in unload- 
Ing a ship at the Hammond yards. 
Martin Frederickson was hurt in a 
like manner while helping to unload 
the steamer Yosemite, at the outer 
harbor dock. He sustained a broken 
left leg and bruises. Late yesterday 
afternoon John Anderson, a free 
worker unloading the steamer James 
Higgins, suffered a broken right 
ankle and possible interna) injuries, 
a slingload of lumber having fallen 
on him. 

There were more than the usual 
number of men at the docks and 
lumber yards applying for work 
yesterday morning, but few were 
hiréd. More than a score of union 
men were given a chance to work 
under the open-shop. 

Lumber yard managers declared 
yesterday that they had enough lum- 
ber workers until the shipping is 
more brisk. They are forced to turn 
away good men every day because 
they have no work for them. They 
have room for a few men on the 
docks, but these places are being 
filled rapidly. 

Gloom pervaded the unionites’ 
camp this afternoon upon the receipt 
of a telegram from James Reid and 
P. L. Marren, longshoremen dele- 
gates to the San Francisco confer- 
ence, which conveyed the news that 
the employers refused to deal with

TO A NOTED MAN. 


COL. FREFMAN GODDING TEED 
PASSES TO REST. 


Was Former President of City 
Council and for Many Years Held 
Post of Honor in Los Angeles 
Commandery, Knights Templar. 
Funeral Services Tomorrow. 


Col. Freeman Golding Teed, prom- 
inent Mason and clubman, and for- 
merly president of the City Council 
and acting Mayor, died early yester- 
day morning at the California Hos- 
pital after a lingering illness. He 
was a victim of heart trouble. The 
funeral will be held tomorrow aft- 
ernoon at 2 o’clock in the Masonic 
Temple under the auspices of Com- 
mandery No. 9. 

Col. Teed was a member of the 
Council in 1893 and 1894. During his 
term he for a brief time was acting 
Mayor. He took an active part in 
municipal politics and his work as 
a public servant is well remem- 
bered by the older residents, 

Col. Teed was Recorder of Los 
Angeles Commandery No. 9 at the 
time of his death, having held that 
position for a number of years. He 
was a member of the Jonathan Club 
as well as a member of the Sons of 
the American Revolution, coming of 
a well-known colonial family. In 
his early years he was for a time a 
member of the Texas Rangers. 

Col. Teed was born in New York, 
July 14, 1851. He graduated from 
the law school of Bucknell Univers- 
ity, and came to Los Angeles more 
than thirty years ago, engaging in 
the practice of law until about three 
years ago. 

Mrs. Fannie Teed, the widow, who 
lives at No. 1313 West Forty-first 
place, and a cousin, * Dean, 
are left.

As a corollary to the Teutonic conversion 
to republicanism will follow the republicaniz- 
ing of all Europe, for a change in the orbit 
of a central planet must reconstruct the uni- 
verse around it. With America and all Eu- 
rope finally consolidated against the mon- 
archical fam of government, Asia will easily 
be induced or compelled to follow suit. 
Africa is mostly under European domination 
and already infused, as are all self-govern- 
ing colonies, with the spirit of democracy. 

A republican world may therefore be the 
most dramatic change brought about by the 
insufferable monstrosity of civilization's 
present trial by carnage. Nobody can do 
more than hazard a guess. This last one is

total sweeping away of all thrones and royal 
prerogatives hardly seems likely at the pres- 
ent stage of proceedings.

The President of any republic, directly re- 
sponsible to the people, can never plunge a 
country into war with the reckless disregard 
of consequences that hereditary rulership en- 
ables a King or Emperor to do should a fit 
of madness seize him. Even a dictator is 
more subject to the influence of popular opin- 
fon than the first born slated by old custom 
to wear the crown and the purple. 

Had Germany and Russia and Great 
Britain been republics safeguarded by such 
a constitution as we in the United States are 
blest in possessing—and even France hasn't 
that—the present gigantic slaughter could 
never have,taken place 6n the trivial excuse 
that a Grand Duke had been assassinated. 
There would be no more Grand Dukes to 
provide such excuses. 

But until that far-off, divine event, the re- 
publicanizing of the whole world has been 
accomplished, every nation must be ready to 
meet foreign aggression. Perhaps when 
every nation is as prepared to take care of 
itself as is republican Switzerland, a world 
arbitration court will replace the present 
system of leaving the peace of the world at 
the mercy of a few monarchs and their 
diplomatic advisers. 

The lesser force must be offset by the 
greater, the power of one nation controlled 
by the combined power of all. A world 
wholly republican, internationally organized 
to prevent war, would be the final triumph 
for Christianity and the fulfillment of one 
prophecy not founded on human guesswork, 
but handed down to us with divine authority. 


MERICANS HUMILIATED. 

The record of flascos in Mexico under 
the gentle influence of a pussy-footing Pres- 
ident is not one to bring much joy or pride 
to the heart of any American who has to 
do business in the sorrowful land of ma- 
nana.

Huerta, both the British and German gov 
ermments intimated plainly that the rights 
of their subjects must be respected in Mex- 
ico—or they would know the reason why. 
And Wilson and Bryan at the same time 
frantically exhorted all Americans to get 
out of Mexico as quickly as possible, since 


their government could no longer guarantee 


them from the consequences of staying 
there. 

So today many Americans wear little 
British flags in their buttonholes when com- 
pelled to take business trips into Sonora, 
that they may not suffer mob violence from 
the followers of the man Wilson has recog- 
nized as the responsible head of the Mex- 
fean government. Could our American 
pride suffer a much worse humiliation? 
Had President Wilsén shown a hundredth 
part of the firmness displayed by European 
governments in Mexico no American citizen 
would today be obliged to disguise his na- 
tionality or threaten to renounce it alto- 
gether because he was unable to do per- 
sonally what his government ought to be 
doing for him. 


GREAT EXPLOSION. 

The great explosion that rocked the 
administration and shook Washington Tues- 
day morning was not an alien bomb nor the 
shell of a trans-Atlantic dreadnaught. It 
was the vibration from the acceptance 
speech of Charles E. Hughes—a document of 
sheer Americanism, bold, courageous and 
that went unerringly to its mark.

OUR FIRST FOREIGN WAR. 

[Chicago Journal:] The first foreign war 
in which the United States was engaged be- 
gan 115 years ago, when Tripoli issued a 
declaration of war against the new world 
tepublic. The ruler of the piratical African 
state had learned that the United States 
had paid larger sums to Algiers than to 
himself, and demanded a greater annual 
tribute. This was refused, and on June 
10, 1801, he declared war. An American 
squadron under Commodore Richard Dale 
was dispatched to the Mediterranean, and 
was followed by squadrons commanded by 
Commodore Morris and Commodore Preble. 
The war continued until 1805, and was char- 
acterized by several feats of valor per- 
formed by American sailors. The Bey of 
Tripoli and other Barbary rulers, who had 
preyed upon the commerce of America and 
Purope, were brought up with a short turn. 
Prior to the Tripolitan war the United 
States and France fought Several sea en- 
gagements, but war was not officially de- 
clared, and the difficulties were settled 
without recourse to open and avowed hos- 
tilities. 


INDIGO A SOUTHERN CROP. 

[Demopolis Times:] Some time, about 
seventy-five years ago, the money crop of 
Alabama, Mississippi and Georgia was indi- 
go, one of the most highly-priced commodi- 
ties of the present day.

UNITED STATES STEEL. | 


The United States Steel Corpora 
tion is the greatest industrial organ- 
ization in the world. Its capitaliza- 
tion is $1,500,000,000, an amount 
equal to three-quarters of the gold 


in the United States. The value of 
its annual output is $750,000,000, 


which is about the annual value of 


the cotton crop of the South. It em- 
ploys 250,000 men, and these, with 
their families, amount to over 1,000,- 
000 souls, or double the population 
of Los Angeles. It produces every 
year more than 12,000,000 tons of 
finished steel—enough to build 600 
steamers of 20,000 tons displacement 
each. It carries on its ore boats 


@ign trade amounts to 2,000,000 tons 


a year, of a value of $100,000,000. 

It is not a monoply, for it is 
owned by a multitude. Its stock- 
holders are 150,000 in number, and it 
is owned and conducted by laborers, 
for 50,000 of its employees are stock- 
holders in the corporation, and the 
bulk of the remaining 100,000 shares 
are in small holdings, in the posses- 
sion of merchants, clerks and me 
chanics, in Pennsylvania and other 
eastern States. 

The steel industry in the United 
States has grown out of its swad- 


| dling clothes to its present vast pro- 


portions since the close of the Civil 
War. It has placed the United States 
first among the steel producing na- 
tions, for our country now makes one- 
half of the hard metal used by the 
world. 

These have not been ob- 
tained without vicissitudes. lu the 
organization and conduct of the great 
corporation more than a few men 
connected with it have worked their 
way from the slag pile to the mil- 
lionaire class, “and,” says Arundel 
Cother, the historian of the steel 
company, “for every one of these 
there are many, whose names are 
forgotten, who sacrificed health, 
strength and fortune in the 
fight for the wealth that poured in 
unstinted stream from the glowing 
furnaces of molten iron.” ; 

The law of steel was that of the 
survival of the fittest and the com- 
petition was fierce end unrestrain’”. 
It was about seventy years ago the 
discovery of the Bessemer process 
revolutionized steel making by *pro- 
viding for its manufacture so 
ly as to permit its general use. The 
Age of Stone and the Age of Iron 
and the Age of Bronze each dawned 


gradually, but the Age of Steel broke 


suddenly upon the world as a tropic 
day leaps with its fierce glare out 
of the darkness of night. 

The Bessemer invention was a 
most beneficent discovery made in an 
age that was affluent in inventions. It 
promoted the rapid construction of a 
network of railroads from the Al- 
leghenies to the Mississippi and from 
the Father of Waters to the Pacific 
Ocean. It substituted steam plows 
and disc harrows and reapers for ox 
teams and scythes. Inventors each 
day evolved some new use for the 
metal, and 50,000-ton steamers, and 
autos, and improved hat pins are 


the children and grandchildren of 


the Bessemer invention. 

Andrew Carnegie, John P. Morgan 
and Elbert H. Gary are three colos- 
sal figures who have made a place in 
American financial and industrial his- 
tory as great organizers. Of these, 
Carnegie stands easily first and car- 
ries without a rival his title of “iron 
king.” On a basis of Scotch per- 
sistence and frugality he srafted 
American enterprise and daring. In 
1848, when 13 years of age, he was 
employed as bobbin boy in a cotton 
mill at $1.20 a week. Two years later 
he became first a telegraph messen- 
ger and then an operator for the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company. He 
attracted the notice of Tom Scott, 
who made him his private secretary. 
But the thoughts of Young Carnegie 
were ever turned on iron. He saved 
his money and in 1864, when 29 years 
of age, bought a one-sixth interest in 
the Iron City Forge Company. Short- 
ly afterwards he saw a Bessemer 
converter in operation and procured 
one for his iron works. It met with 
phenomenal success and his advance 
to fortune was so rapid and steady 
that in 1901, when 66 years of age, 
he sold out the steel business to the 
United States Steel Corporation for 
$492,006,100, of which $303,450,000 
was in 5 per cent. bonds and 8188, 
556,100 in common and preferred 
stock. The bobbin boy of 1848 at 
$1.20 per week has now for fifteen 
years been in receipt of an income of 
$25,000,000 per annum, ot which he 
has donated a more than generous 


| portion to works of education and 


ilanthropy. 
Pee successor ag the direct- 
ing spirit of the great steel corpora- 
tion is Elbert H. Gary, a farmer’s 
boy, who was educated to the prac- 
tice of the law. He was employed as 
counsel for the Consolidated Steel 
and Wire Company and the Iilinois 
Steel Company and drifted into a di- 
rectorship in the latter. He displayed 
such executive ability in this place 


and in the merger with the Federal 


Steel Company that John P. Morgan, 
who financed the organization of the 
United States Steel Corporation, 
made him president of the new. cor- 
poration and Gary became “steel 
king' vice Carnegie retired. 

“Gary's ambition,” says Cotter, 
like Carnegie’s, knew no bounds; but 
where the little Scotch ironmaster 
worked to make the steel industry an 
empire over which he should reign 
supreme, the former farm boy 
dreamed of an immense republic of 
steel.“ 

Where Carnegie sought to unify 
the control of the steel trade and 
bring it into his own hands, Gary 
sought to make it an industry owned 
by the people, and particularly by the 
workers. 


Where Carnegie stopped at the 


ocean and gave his attention to world 
business only at times where over- 
production at home compelled him to 
seek foreign market temporarily, 
Gary sought to establish a world- 
wide and permanent market for the 
product of the blast furnaces and roll- 
ing mills of the Uited States. 

And the history of the United 
States Corporation is the story of 
how Gary carried out his dream.

Federal Judge Takes Under Ad- 
visement the Government Con- 
tention that Five Transporters 


A novel point in connection with 
the Mann white slave law was 
argued before United States District 
Judge Trippet Tuesday on the de- 
murrer to the indictment charging 
Warren Fabian, Lawrence J. Chart- 
ran, Dan Malone, F. B. Beyer and 
Barney Morris with violation of the 
statute. It is alleged they broke the 
Federal law by inducing various 
young women to go to Mexicali and 
work at the Owl Cafe for a certain 
Wage per week and a percentage of 
the sales of beer. 
These men took Viola Davenport, 
Lele Caville, Alma Korst, Anna 
Gregory and Vivian de la Mar to 
the border town for an alleged “im- 
moral” purpose. The prosecution 
was insisted upon by Atty.-Gen. 
Gregory, who wanted a legal defini- 
tion of the bounds within which vio- 
lations of the Mann White Slave Act 
could be successfully prosecuted. 
It was alleged these young women 
were allowed to lead “immoral” 
lives, in that they were compelied to 
go among dissolute men and women 
to sell their drinks, but no per- 
sonal immorality is charged against 
the girls. 
For the defense it was alleged that 
the girls lived to themselves and 
separate and apart from the cus- 
tomers of the Owl Cafe; that 
they were jealously guarded and 
chaperoned and not allowed to 
ngle with the customers, as suc.

HIGHER PAY 
IS ALLOWED. 


Council Adopts Engineers 
Salary Ordinance. 
Many Employees are Dropped 
from Department. 
Standardization Reputed Aim 
of the New Law. 


increases proposed by the 
Budget Committee for this year for 
the engineering department have 
been allowed by the City Council, 
after a session in which the question | 7 
of all increases was brought up by 
Councilman Conwell, president of the 
Efficiency Commission. Councilman 
Conwell, who called for more infor- 
mation on the increases before they 
were passed upon by the Council, 
asserted that if the Council is unani- 
mous in its desire to pass the new 
ordinance he would make no objec- 
tion and cause no delay. He assert- 
ed, however, that in view of the fact 
that numerous employees are 
dropped altogether from the y 
roll, he believes it a serious 4 
don as to whether at this time any 
increases should be granted the re- 
maining employees. 

The new salary ordinance, which 
eliminates numerous employees as 
the result of later action by the 
Budget Committee, grants advances 
aggregating something over $5000 to 
other employees. The greatest ad- 
vances are two of $10 a month, and 
they range to 25 cents a day for 
blacksmiths. 


STANDARD SALARY SCHEDULE. 

In the general statement concern- 
ing salary advances granted in the 
proposed new budget the statement 
presented by Councilman Conwell 
shows just where the increases and 


decreases in individual salaries have 
been provided for. In presenting 
them, Mr. Conwell said: | 

“These facts are not presented by 
the Efficiency Commission as an 
argument against any particular gal- 
ary increase or new position provid- 
ed for in the tentative budget. They 
are presented rather for the infor- 
mation of the Council and as an 
liiustration of the urgent need for 
a standard salary schedule which 
would automatically settle many of. 
the questions raised by a mere state- 
ment of fact. The f themselves, 
and not the Efficiency Commission. 
raised the question whether at a 
time when a large number of city 
employees are being dropped it is 
appropriate to increase to anv ex- 
tent the salaries of 350 employees 
who remain in the service of the 
city without most careful considera- 
tion to the genera] eer, of salary 
and wage ization.” 

TOTAL OF INCREASE. 


These tables showed that there are 
indtvidual salary increases aggrecat- 
ing $22,000 and new positions ag- 
gregating $72,000 in the various de- 
partments, not including the harbor 
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salary roll is the same as last year, 
while in ten departments there are 
decreases from % to 30 per cent.. 
while in twenty-seven 4 ments 
there are increases of 1 to 60 per 
cent. in their salary rolls. The lar 
est decrease is in the roll of the et- 
ficiency department. 

still another table shows the total 
number of employees in each de- 
partment, their total salaries. the 
number of employees whose salaries 
are increased and the amount and 
percentage of increase in each de- 
partment. This table shows that of 
2950 employees in the departments 
considered having a total salary roll 
of $3,321,948, increases are proposed 
for 373 employees aggregating $ — - 
386. The total of this increase 
been reduced, howéver, since the 
statement was prepared, by reduc- 
tions in the number of employees in 
the engineer's department. 

As an argument for the adoption 
of a standard of salaries for similar 
positions in the city service, the effi- 
ciency department presented a list 
of positions classed as “chief clerk,” 
— ch show salaries now paid range 
$2400 a year to $1200 a year 
— positions which presumably re- 
quire equal ability and service. 


FIREMAN INJURED. 


Thrown from Truck when ns 
in Answer to Alarm. 

John MecDuffy, a fireman, was se- 
riously injured yesterday when he 
was thrown from his seat at the 
tiller of a heavy fire truck, skidding 
along the pavement for twenty feet.
